The riots which occurred in Rotterdam, 
on Saturday, were not of a political char- 
acter. A quarrel arose between the 
citizens and the police, the latter were 
overpowered, when troops were sent from 
the Hague to restore order. A severe 
contest took place in the streets between 
the troops and the people. Three men 
were killed and about a hundred were 
wounded. Up to this morning sixty ar- 
rests of parties implicated in the riot bad 
been made. The city is now quiet under 
tbe guardianship of the military. 

The New York Democrat's Barcelona 
special says: — All the workshops and 
manufactories of the city having been 
closed in consequence of the free-trade 
decrees issued by the Provisonal Govern-

The Apostles' Clock in Prague. 

While id the market-place we will wait 
for the hour, for here is a curious old clock 

that ticked centuries ago, when the Swedes 
were thundering at the gates of Prague, 
and when Bohemia was a great and power- j 
ful kingdom, just as it is^ttcking now.; 
Twenty-four hours — the day and night — i 
are marked upon the dial, instead of 
twelve, for the clock follows the sun. 
When night comes, the face of the dial 
becomes black, just as the night is j and j 
when the day approaches, it turns its great 
white face out to meet the light. You can 
tell from it what time the sun rises, and 
at what hour he will set. Haoue-cb, who 
made it, was something of an astronomer; 
but men knew little about the stars in 
those days. But the hour has arrived — 
it is ten o'clock. Watch csloely fdr the 
delicate mechanism is now at work. Out 
of a small door above the dial comes a 
skeleton, ghastly and grim. .Around its 
bony neck old Father Time has hung his 
remorseless scythe. The gaunt figure 
produces an hour-glass, and turps it to in- 
dicate that another hour has gone, and 
that the new has commenced. It then 
pulls violently a bell-rope, precisely as the 
old sexton in an English Tillage church 
would do on a Sabbath morning. At 
each pull the bell strikes, and the skeleton 
bows its head in approval. Then out of 
the mysterious tower comes a miser with a 
bag of gold. He clenches it tight, for it 
is evident his time has come, and he hates 
to leave his worldly goods behind. He 
walks about, and beats the ground with 
his stick. There is avarice in his heart 
and eye — a sort of cold, relentless grasping 
after dollars, that no one can mistake. 
This figure 'is the masterpiece of the 
clock. When the skeleton has rang the 
hour, both it and the miser retire into the 
tower. Then a great bronze door opens, 
and the twelve apostles pass before the 
Saviour and bow down to him. Far up 
on the tower their faces look life-like, and 
the scene is impressive. How solemn to 
think about the scenes enacted here in 
Prague, under the eye of this old clock, 
and of the momentous and terrible hours 
it has ticked away I In the old building, 
upon which the tower stands, the great 
dignitaries of Prague used to hold their 
banquets and feasts. Here they enter- 
tained their Austrian ruler3, and deliber- 
ated upon the political events of the age. 
.In the great square in front, the tourna- 
ments of the old chivalry were held. 
There is, probably, not a clock-face in the 
world that has seen so much. For four 
hundred years it has turned its face daily 
to see the sun rise. — From the Note Book 
of a Tourist. 



The Fate of the Apostles,

St. Mark expired at Alexandria, after 
having been cruelly dragged through the 
streets of that city. 

St Luke was hanged upon an olive tree 
in the classic land of Greece. 

St. John was put in a cauldron of boil- 
ing oil hut escaped death in a miraculous 
manner, and was afterwards banished to 
Patmos. 

St Peter was crucified at Rome with his 
head downwards. 

St. James the Greater was beheaded at 
Jerusalem. 

St James the Less was thrown from a 
lofty pinnacle of the Temple and then 
beaten to death with a fuller's club. 

St. Bartholomew was flayed alive. 

St. Andrew was bound to a cross, 
whence he preached to his persecutors 
until he died. 

St. Thomas was run through the body 
with a laoce at Coromandel, in the East 
Indies. 

St. Jude was shot to death with arrows. 

St. Mathias was first stoned and then 

beheaded. 

St. Barnabas of the Gentiles was stoned 
to death by the Jews of Salonica. 

St. Paul, after various tortures and per- 
secutions, was at length beheaded at Rome 
by the Emperor Nero. 

Such was the fate of the Apostles, ac- 
cording to traditional statements; and 
though we cannot authenticate them all, 
we at least know that the hatred of the 
world to these men and their teachings, 
was sufficient to render the accounts not 
very improbable.
